Eight | 
of these were in northern states and, 
34 in southern states. In 24 of the. 
cases the prisoners were removed, | 
or the guards augmented, or other| 
precautions taken. In 18 other| 
cases armed forces were used to re-| 
pel the mobs. | 

The states in which lynchings oc- | 
curred, and the number in each 
state, are as follows: Arkansas, 3; 
Kentucky, 1; Louisiana, 1; Missis- 
sippi, 7; Missouri, 1; Tennessee, 2; 
Texas, 1. 

It is noticeable that, along with 
Georgia, there were no 1927 lynch-’ 
ings in either of the Carolinas or in 
Florida, or Alabama. That is, the! 
south Atlantic seaboard states, or 
the southeast proper, made a record 
in 1927 so commenidzble in this te- 
spect that it is deserving of com- 
ment and general national knowl-| 
edge. It illustrates that in this 
great section of the country there is 
developing a stronger feeling for 
the supremacy of law and order, 
and for the integrity of constituted | 
authority. The press. crusades 
against floggings, and other evi- 
dences of mob violence, and the’ 
courage of enforcement and court 
Officials, along with a stronger pub- 
lic sentiment against mob violence, 
have been coutributing factors to- 
ward this improved situation.

You don’t know what will happen when you drink moonshine, but if it 
contains wood alcohol to provide a cause, your ignorance won't make 
the result less inevitable.

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RS. CATHERINE KING, of Alabama, is 

serenely living on, happy in memories of 
the past and keenly alive to the joys that are 
still hers at the beginning of her 103rd year. 

With form erect as that of much younger 
women, active and interested in all around 
‘her, this remarkable old lady—probably the 
oldest native Alabaman—greeted the scores 
of relatives, friends and prominent people 
who came to bring their best wishes last 
November 27th when Mr. and Mrs. J. W. 
Thomas, of Jones, Ala, were “at home,” with 
their grandmother as the honoree. 

Before the day was over, the house had 
been bedecked with flower and gifts, tell- 
ing of the love and admiration with which 
Mrs. King is regarded by hundreds of her 
friends and neighbors. 

Mrs. King was born in Bibb Oounty, Ala- 
bama, in 1825, the daughter of David Kersh, 
@ South Carolinian. She was the fourth of 
twelve children. One of her sisters is stfll 
living. She has a son in Illinois, but she 


oe 
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has out-lived six other children. Long “be- 
fore the war” she was married to Thomas 
Jefferson King, whom she has out-lived 
more than a half a century.. 

The old lady has been a member of the 
Sandy Creek church in Bibb County for 
eighty-five years, and out of her clear recol- 
lection of events of long ago, she can tell 
many interesting stories of the pioneer days 
of Alabama, which had been a state only 
six years, when she was born. 

She keeps up correspondence with family 
connections, writing her own letters, and in- 
sists that she is still able to care for her 
part of the Thomas home. Every day, she 
dusts the furniture in her room, makes the 
bed, and fixes the fire to suit herself.
